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Financing Resales of Homes 
To Be Discussed by GHI Board

The board of directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., . 
will set aside a major part of its next regular meet- 
ing on Thursday, October 12, to discuss a report on 
financing resales on individual GHI homes. The re- 
port was submitted by the finance committee, con- 
sisting of Lloyd Moore, chairman, directors Joe 
Comproni and Ed Peters, and Charles M. Cormack, 
Sr., and Roy Breashears. 


The committee visualized the 
problem of financing resales as 
two-part: the short-range andthe 
long-range. The long-range 
problem, while tougher, did not 
seem in the committee’s judg- 
ment to require immediate ac- 
tion. Consequently, it limitedits 
recommendations to plans for 
providing short-term financing. 


Recommendations 


It suggested that GHI set upa 
financing plan with its present 
staff and facilities, under exist- 
ing authority outlined in the GH I 
charter and by-laws. Funds for 
the financing operations would 
come initially from the proceeds 
of the land sale and later from 
such monies as are declared 
available in the reserve funds by 
the board. Eventually, monies 


could be borrowed from banks or - 


other financial institutions. 
Loans would be made to ap- 
proved purchasers, covered by 
an assignment to GHI of their 
equities under the loan agree- 
ment. The term of the loans 
would be up to five years in the 
frame homes and up to 10 years 
in the brick homes, with a min- 
imum cash down payment of 20 


percent of the cash requirement. , 


The cash requirement is defined 
as the difference between the 
selling price and the unpaid bal- 
ance of the contract, plus all 
‘fees and commissions incident 
to the resale. 

Interest would range from 4% 
to 6% (computed on the install- 
ment basis) depending on the 
percentage of cash paid down. 
For example, 6% would be 
charged with 20% down; 5% 
with 30% down; and 4% with 
40% or more down. Loans made 
under this refinancing plan would 
be limited to resales made by the 
GHI office alone. 

The advantages cited by the 
committee for this plan were: 
1) A return of at least 9% on 
capital invested by GHI, after 
allowing for overhead costs ofan 
estimated 2%. 

2) By combining all indebtedness 
on Perpetual Use Contracts, with 
full assignment of equity to GHI, 
the possibility of loss on non- 
payment cases would be reduced. 
3) The combining of financing 
operations in the GHI office en- 
ables a resale to be handled en= 
tirely within GHI offices. 
4) Limited amounts of additional 
capital could be obtained for fi- 
nancing resales on strength of 
GHI financial stability. 
5) More sales by GHI office 
would be possible and conse- 
quently more income would be 
available for benefit of all mem- 
bers. 

Dissent 

Cormack dissented on three 
points. He believed a loan com- 


mittee separate from the GHI 
staff should be set up. He did 
not believe that GHI had a right 
to use monies in the heating, 
maintenance, and contingency re- 
serves for refinancing purposes. 
Finally, he believed that all mem- 


bers should be permitted to par=- 
ticipate, not just those whose re- 
sales are being made throughthe 
GHI office. 

Another Proposal 

The committee’s report also 
discussed another proposal for 
short-term financing, consist- 
ing of the formation of a sub- 
sidiary corporation for the pur- 
pose of purchasing notes secured 
by the pledge of the Perpetual 
Use Contracts of GHI members. 
The capital of the subsidiary 
corporation would be provided by 
the purchase of 2,000 shares of 
$100 par value common stock by 
GHI, which would own all the 
common stock and thus control 
the corporation. To obtain addi- 
tional funds, 7% cumulative pre- 
ferred stock (non-voting) would 
be offered to members and the 
public” . EE 

Adherents of this plan see the 
following advantages: 

1) The accounting and financing 
operations on resales from the 
regular operations of GHI would 
be completely separated. 
2) No liability could attach to the 
assets of GHI or to the members’ 
equities (except to those pledging 
their equities 4S Security for a 
loan). 
3) Large amounts of additional 
capital could be obtained for fi- 
nancing needs. 

Long-Range Financing 

While not making any recom- 
mendations on long-range finan- 
cing, the committee’s report did 
discuss the problem. It pre- 
sented the problem as one of 
obtaining sufficient funds from 
some source to pay off completely 
the current outstanding balance of 
the (FNMA) mortgage due the 
government, 

Once the government is re- 
moved from the picture on the 
first mortgage, the report said, 
GHI woul then be free from the 
present restriction of refinanc~ 
ing of both first and second mort- 
gages with private funds, 


The committee raised the fol- 
lowing questions with respect to 
long-term financing: 

1) From what source can several 
million dollars be obtained? 

2) Would that source be more or 
less favorable as a mortgagor 
than the U.S.? 

3) Since undoubtedly a higher rate 
of interest than the present 4% 
would have to be paid, would this 
be feasible? 

4) From what source would large 
additional sums be obtained for 
the financing of resales, espe- 
cially when the amounts required 
increase to $6,000 to $8,000 per 
unit with a possible refinancing 
term of 20 to 25 years? 

Some suggested solutions were 
refinancing of the mortgage by 
the U. S. Government itself, sale: 
of long-term bonds by GHI, or 
obtaining a new mortgagor (other 
than the government) who would 
either place GHI on a land rental 
basis or require payments of 
interest only (not principal) fora 
period of years.

New Council Acts 
On Surplus, May

As its first major action, the 
newly-elected council last Mon- 
day night voted, upon the motion 
of Ben Goldfaden, to set aside 
from last year’s unexpectedly 
large surplus $14,000 for next 
year’s budget and $5,000 for 
capital improvements in this fis- 
cal year. 

The lone dissenter was David 
Champion who stated that, while 
he approved the intent of the. 
motion, he did not believe it wise 
or necessary for the council to 
tie its hands by earmarking funds 
for a budget that will not be 
adopted for another 8 months. 

In defense of the motion, 
councilman Tom Canning said 
that this motion was the council’s 
way of letting the public know its 
intent to conserve thesurplus for 
use on the revenue side of next 
year’s budget, thus reducing the 
amounts needed to be raised 
through real estate taxes. 

Questioning from the floor, 
however, brought out the fact 
that despite the passage of the 
Goldfaden motion, the council 
could expend part of the $14,000 
at any time, if need arose, by a 
simple majority vote in two con- 
secutive council meetings. 

Preceding the adoption of the 
Goldfaden motion, the council 
passed another resolution stating 
its intent to finance part of the 
city employees’ pay raise out of 
miscellaneous funds. Since the 
original pay ordinance called for 
financing the entire raise of 
10,500 from surplus funds, the 
action of council, in effect, re- 
stored some $4,500 to surplus 
funds. ; 

By restoring $4,500to surplus, 
the council had available $28,000 
for allocation which it promptly 
reduced to $9,000 by the passage 
of the Goldfaden motion. Gold- 
faden stated his belief that this 
was a sufficient cushion to cover 
any emergencies that might occur 
during the rest of the fiscal year.

They carried 
three of five injured persons 
involved in an accident on the 
Parkway this weekend. They ad- 


ministered oxygen to @ man as’ 


they rushed him to the hospital 
because he had _ difficulty 
breathing. They carried an ex- 
pectant mother to the hospital. 
Other emergency calls included 
a person with a heart attack, 
and another with pains in the 
lower chest cavity, and a child 
with a lump on his head. Also 
carried to the hospital was an 
eight-month pregnant women who 
had fallen down some steps. All 
of these emergencies had to be 
handled with, speed, efficiency 
and without any doubt as to what 
should be done. Congratulations 
on all the fine work you do, 
men. 


Review Centerway

The first meeting of the new 
City Council on Monday con- 
cerned itself to a large extent 
with topics originating during 
past council terms, including the 
traffic flow on Centerway, Youth 
Center expenses, and budget 
items. ‘ 

Abraham Chasanow of Green- 
belt Realty Company requested 
a return to the original traffic 
flow on Centerway, with retention 
of angle parking. He felt the 
present flow might lead to ac- 
cidents, and suggested a study by 
traffic experts before new 
changes were made. Council 
members indicated an interestin 
making such a study -but de- 
cided to review the past history 
of the subject first. 

Appointment of a Civil Defense 
Director for Greenbelt was con- 
sidered. It was brought out that 
contact had already been made 
with the Prince George’s County 
Civil Defense Director, Hal Sil- 
vers who will furnish recom- 
mendations for the post. Mayor 
Francis White expressed interest 
in a “‘chain of command’’ within 
Greenbelt to provide continuing 
civil defense protection in the 
event of absence of responsible 
officials. 

City Manager MacDonald re- 
ported that the architects of the 
propesed municipal building, on 
which unexpectedly high bids had 
been received, had lowered the 
estimated cost by about $10,000, 
mainly by omitting certain items 
such as refrigeration equipment. 
Mayor White pointed out further 
that the planned building was 
more expensive to brild mainly 
as a result of its glass wall 
construction and costly roof and 
foundation materials. 

The council discussed possible 
courses of action with regard to 
the problem, One suggested 
course was to request the archi- 
tects to revise the plans so that 
the cost would come within the 
original range. The council mem- 
bers felt there was an obligation 
on the part of the architects to 
furnish plans in accordance with 


-the original estimates, They de- 


cided to meet with the archi- 
tects on the following Monday. 

Rates for Youth Center Serv- 
ices were discussed with a view to 
providing self-sustaining opera- 
tion. Councilman Dave Champion 
also brought up a question of 
whether the 11 p.m. closing rule 
should not be relaxed, as was ad- 
vocated by Mrs. Rita Fisher in a 
recent letter to the NEWS RE- 
VIEW. Ona motion by Council- 
man Goldfaden, the council re- 
quested a meeting of Recreation 
Director Warren Leddick with 
members of the Teen Club Ad- 
visory Board to discuss financial 
operations of the center in detail.
